SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 23.—While 
the story of the loss of the German gun- 
boat IItis has already been told, the Doric, 
which arrived from the Orient yesterday 
brought additional particulars as to the 
death of all but eight of her crew.

Hight o’clock was the hour for the cere- 
mony, and as the nuptials were to be sol- 
emnized with impressive high mass, the 
audience room of the church was crowded 
with the relatives and friends of the con- 
tracting parties. 

When the Germain family left home for 
the church, the bridal carriage, with its 
two white horses, was standing at the curb. 
The bride, arrayed in her wedding gown, 
was awaiting the coming of her intended 
husband. 

The minutes passed, and the bride at 
home and the wedding guests at the church 
still waited for the coming of the bride- 
groom. 

After half an hour, Rev. James Gough, 
the rector, sent a boy to the groom’s resi- 
dence, to inquire the cause of the delay. 
He told the priest that the prospective 
groom had not been seen since the day 


before. : 

To others he reported that Mrs, Caufield 
had said: ‘“I have his clothes locked up, 
and he can’t get them.“ ) 

The bride grew so anxious that she sent 
the groomsman, Julius Steiert, out to see 


what had happened to detain Caufield. He 
went to the Caufield home on‘ Centerville 
avenue, but they would tell him nothing, 
and he thought they acted queerly. Then 
he went to the rooms on South High street, 
which had been furnished for the bride. 

Caufield was found on the bed in his shirt 
sleeves apparently asleep.

The Anthracite Coal Trust would resolve 
that the prosperity of the country is pro- 
moted by the combination which enables 
them to squeeze $40,000,000 more a year 
out of the unfortunate consumer, while 
the Trust attorney whom Mr. Cleveland 
has put into his Cabinet as Attorney Gen- 
eral looks idly, if not approvingly, on. 
All the Standard Oil plutocrats,. from 
Rockefeller and Whitney down, would re- 
solve that itis “anarchy” to try to loosen 
their grip on the legislators and judges 
whom they have bought as an invest- 
ment.

The bankers profit by the existing con- 
ditions and of course favor their contin- 
uance. They and the interests they rep- 
resent are the real rulers of the country, 
and, like other rulers, they see no need 
of a change. In fact, from their point 
of view, the suggestion of a change is 
revolutionary. 

But the interests of the people who are 
being ground down under a rising dollar 


and mioney-lenders. The interests of the 
farmers, the laborers, the borrowers, the 
mortgage-burdened, the unemployed vic- 
Ums of paralyzed industry are exactly 
the opposite of those of the bankers and 
money-lenders. And on Nov. 3 they 
should vote their interests. 

If they do it then with as much unan- 
iminity as the bankers voted in their own 
interests on Tuesday the most beneficient 
revolution in the history of the United 


States will be peacefully accomplished.

Any one who wishes to do so can find 
what Wall street bankers mean by “hon- 
est money.”

Let a club of twenty persons be organ- 
ized and let each one of them be pro- 
vided with a bank note, issued by the 
nearest bank which is supporting the 
Wall street demand that gold and gold 
only shall be used in payment of debts. 

Let each of these notes be presented, 
one after another, at the counter of the 
bank and let gold be demanded for them. 

The gold will be refused. 

But it is the policy of the banks to 
send their notes as far as possible from 
home to prevent the gold which they 
hold cornered in their vaults from being 
drawn into circulation. Hence it may 
not be easy to try such an experiment as 
this. 

It can be tried effectively in another 
way, however. Let any twenty persons 
who are depositors in any bank which 
is supporting the Wall street demand for 
gold only as debt-paying money, call on 
it, one after another, and ask gold for 
their deposits. 

They will be refused. 

They will thus learn what the Wall 
street programme really is. It is to hold 
gold cornered and out of circulation in 
order to substitute corporation paper for 
it. 
| Any one who denies this is either in- 
sincere or badly informed. Even if 
gold were allowed to circulate freely, we 
would not have as much as tem dollars per 
capita under the most favorable condi- 
tions. 8 

To attempt to do business on such a 
per capita of currency would close every 
factory and bankrupt every merchant in 
the country. 

No intelligent person can question this. 
Any banker will admit it if he be at all 
inclined to candid discussion. 

In driving out silver, Wall street does 
tt to make room for corporation paper. 

It is not proposed ‘that gold shall be 
used as a circulating medium at all 
where it is possible to prevent it. 

There is no real issue between gold and 
silver. 
| The Wall street banks intend to hold 
gold cornered as now. They will keep it 
in their vaults and issue their paper 
against it—three dollars or more in paper 
for every dollar of gold. The people would 
never see a gold dollar. But the price of 
gold would be forced steadily up by the 
increased foreign demand for it, and the 
‘price of all our exports and of our labor 
would be forced down as gold continued 
to rise. 

This is the programme. If you doubt it, 
make the test at the nearest bank which 
is conducted on the Wall street plan 
and under Wall street auspices.

Another question is germane to the first 
inquiry, and I respectfully request some 
banker to give the true solution of this 
problem. It is claimed that by implication 
in a statute respecting the legal quality of 
silver dollars such money can be used only 
in discharging such contracts as provide 
for ddilars without terms descriptive of 
the kind of dollars to be tendered in pay- 
ment. 

Again I refer to the statutes of England, 
where we find that no bond, bill, note, 
draft, check nor any other contract what- 
ever for the payment of money shall be 
made payable in any kind or description of 
funds except the pound, shillings and pence 
authorized by the coinage act, which lim- 
its silver to 40 shillings. This law can be 
found in vol. 110, English statutes at large, 
p. 154, it being chap. 10, paragraph 6, April 
4, 1870-33 Victoria. 

We are under the belief that our Gov- 
ernment is in every respect, without res- 
ervation or exception, a sovereign state, 
equal in power, prestige, standing and dig- 
nity with England or any other nation. 
We, therefore, claim that it is competent 
for this nation to emact and enforce by 
statute law any power or prerogative that 
has been or can be made effective in 
England. 

I anticipate sufficient to say that quota- 
tions made by bullion brokers in London or 
elsewhere cannot be regarded as any an- 
swer to our inquiry as to the value of 
money metal. The coinage values were 
fixed by France in 1808, and by England in 
1816, since which dates such values have 
remained immovable at the mints of those 
countries respectively. As it is universally 
admitted to be right for Europe to select 
by law such money as is deemed best, 
why is it not right for the United States 
to have and exercise the same right?

Many racing men will tell a reporter that 
they can beat another man, and when their 
atatoment is printed they will be quick to 

eny it. 

Cabanne is different. When he is asked 
if he can beat a man he will say yes or no 
generally yes—and he will stick (0 It. 

If a rider goes up and asks him: Cabanne 
did you say you can beat me?” Dute will 
make no bones about saying what he 
in a gentlemanly way. 

Now, Dute is not satisfied with having 
what he knows ts a hard match race with 
Willie Coburn. He is looking for Arthur 
Gardiner’s scalp also. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter informed Cab- 
anne that Gardiner would be here, and jok- 
ingly added, He will beat you in the open 
events.“ ute flared up, Gardiner can't 
beat me even if I had only one pedal. If 
I do not get on the match with Willie I will 
take on Gardiner for fun or money. Any- 
how, he won't win an open event here if 
I can help it. I'll beat him even if he has 
16 men to help him win. I'll bet him. any 
amount that I can beat him.” 


CABANNE AND COBURN. 


The Stars Will Ride for the Big Purse 
Offered by the A. C. C.’s. 


The Associated Cycling Clubs showed that 
they know a good thing when they see it 


when they agreed to offer a $250 purse for 
three match races between Dute Cabanne 
and Willie Coburn, to take place on Oct. 8. 

A meeting of the association was held at 
the Century Road Club headquarters last 
night. Cabanne was present, but Coburn 
was riding at Roodhouse and could not at- 
tend. He sent his terms—$250—by Cabanne. 

After some consideration the A. C. C.“ s ac- 
cepted them and also agreed to furnish pace- 
makers.

star. 

In addition to Gardiner, the Morgan 
Wrigho people carry sixteen profession 
of minor note, among whom are such good 
men as Willie De Cardy, Will Kenyon, 
Turnbull, Wing, McClain, Ingraham and 
Rice.

Wrought to a furious frenzy, Mrs. Clif- 
ford L. Cox tried to kill her husband and 
herself at 1988 Vanderventer avenue Tuesday 


night. 

The assault was made with a razor in the 
presence of several people in the rear room 
of the Bon Ton bakery, owned by Mrs. Cox. 

Lulu Hahn, a pretty young woman, who is 
counter girl at the bakery, saved Mrs. Cox 
from wounding her husband at the risk of 
her own life. * 

She grasped Mrs. Cox’s right hand, in 
which the razor was held, and received an 
ugly gash across her palm. With blood drip- 
ping from her hand she bravely clung to the 
nfuriated woman, screaming for help, un- 
til a man, who had been lunching in the 
restaurant, sprang to her assistance. He 
was also slightly wounded on the hand. 

Mrs. Cox, shrieking h rage, tried to 

the razor upon herself. By this time 
her outcries and the screams of Miss Hahn 
had attracted a crowd of between three and 
four hundred people 

All during the attack and the struggle be- 
tween Mrs. Cox and the girl, Clifford L. 
Cox stood as if powerless. He pleaded with 
his wife to be calm, but every word he ut- 
tered seemed to enrage her all the more. 

Mr. Cox then sent for Drs. W. J. Gun- 
delach and F. R. Fry to attend to his 
wife. Dr. Gundelach caused him to be ex- 
cluded from the room, Mrs. Cox being al- 
most unmanageable while he was present. 
The woman was completely unstrung and 
hysterical.

A city dispensary wagon rolled up in front 
of the bakery in response to a telephone 
message that an insane woman had run 
amuck there. This added to the excitement 
of the crowd, and the police had to finally 
clear the house. Mrs. Cox's husband re- 
fused to allow her removal in the dispensary 
wagon. : 

Crying and wringing her hands, Mrs. 
Cox was finally taken through a rear door 
to a carriage in the alley and conveyed to 
the Baptist Sanitarium. She had entirely 
recovered Wednesday morning. 

The police ascribe Mrs. Cox’s onslaught 
on her husband to an insane jealousy. 

The girl who saved her from executing 
her deadly design is mentioned as the cause 
of her jealousy, wach, the police say, is 
not well founded.

Me Has Confidence in the Success of 
the Plans for the Sea- 
son’s Work. 


Mr. R. L. Gurney, Secretary of the Sun-

ree years, because of the I s amount 
— © them in 1893 for the World's and 
Internationa] Conventions. The officers, 
therefore, did not feel justified in asking for 
more until now. Many personal subscrip- 
tions have been secured by President 
Brownell] and other officers by which the 
work has been sustained, but this year 
very little has been received from this 
source, and at a meeting of the Executive 
Board early in July it was decided to make 
an extra effort to get a large collection on 
annual Offering Day, Sunday, Oct. 1. T 
Board then instructed me to lock up the of- 
fice during the morning and part of the aft- 
ernoon, and spend the time outside calling 
on the superintendents for subscriptions. 

„When your reporter called he found the 
office closed. Instead of reading the notice 
on the door to the effect that the office 
would only be open between 12 and 2, and 
4 and 6, and that the secretary would call 
upon any person not able to call between 
these hours, he stated that I had closed 
up entirely, turned the keys over to my 
superiors, and because the work could 
not be made to ‘go,’ 1 had left the city. 
This was a mistake, for the office has been 
open during these hours every day for the 
past two months. Instead of not being 
able to make the work go,“ the officers 
have frequently stated that the present 
prosperous condition of the gener work 
of the Union is largely due to what I have 
been able to accomplish in the office, by 
calling on the officers of the schools, and 
by visiting from two to three Bunday 
schools almost every Sunday. I did not 
*hurriedly pack my grip, and, leaving be- 
hind me the scenes of m Sunday school 
labors, catch a train for Hamilton, N. I., 
but, on the contrary, am still here. 

“The statement that I could not see my 
way clear to steer the Union out of its finan-
